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Four Stamps for “Capex” 


A Westerner in Canadian Pot 
Pourri in September Popular Stamps 
forecast that there would be four 


commemorative stamps issued for the 
100 years of Canadian Postal admin- 
istration to be released during the 
Capex show in Toronto in Septem- 
ber. He even anticipated the designs 
though had the beaver design for the 
4c stamp rather than the denomina- 
tion now proposed. Col. L. J. Mills, 
Director of Financial Services of the 
Post Office Department, guest speak- 
r at the Ottawa Philatelic Society 
banquet, March ist, intimated there 
would be four stamps to be issued 
on September 24th. A  four-cent 
stamp would depict an old wood-burn- 
ing locomotive and modern deisel; a 
five-cent stamp showing a mail 
steamer of 1851 and 1951; a seven- 
cent stamp depicting an 1851 stage 
coach and a “North Star” air liner. 
And as a partial concession to phila- 
telists there would be a 15-cent stamp 
which would reproduce the “beaver” 
design on the first Canadian three- 
penny stamp. The stamps will be in 
single colour but the colours were not 
announced.

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Gems From Philatelic Dump 


When motoring, our vision is so 
concentrated on the road ahead that 
we miss much of the interest and 


beauty that lines the highway. So, 
too, in stamp collecting we become 
so interested in our main objective 
that we pass up philatelic vistas that 
are well worth attention. This at- 
titude was brought home to me rath- 
er forcibly while at home convalesc- 
ing from an attack of grippe or "flu. 

My wife, who is no philatelist, 
pointed out in unrestrained language 
that now would be a good time to 
do something ‘about “that box of 
trash.that has so long been an eye- 
sore in the den.” 

As a matter of fact, this box has 
for years been a Philatelic dump for 
items too good for the scrap basket 
and not good enough for my own ob- 
jectives. More or less begrudging the 
time involved, 1 agreed to do some- 
thing about it and started by sorting 
it into groups of material. I soon 
found that one of my largest groups 
is a pile of Canadian postcards that 
has been accumulating, a few at a 
time, over a long period of years. 
There were several hundred of them, 
with many in the early 70’s. 1 soon 
became impressed with the interest 
these possessed, and wondered why 
some one had not taken up Post Card 
collecting as a side line. 

Certainly the olders of these Post 
Cards are of equal, if not of greater 
interest than modern F.D. covers. I 
am now convinced that here lies a 
relatively unexplored field which even 
those with very moderate means 
could explore with much interest, and 
with little expense build up a collec- 
tion well worth the time and effort 
devoted to it. 

In the lot which I had indifferently 
tossed aside I found a few two-ring 
numerals. Many collect two-ring 
numerals on stamps; a post card col- 
lection of these would really be some- 
thing. Another item I had never 
noticd was a Registered Post Card. 
There may be thousands of these, but 
in my limited experience I had never 
before noticed one. Besides the le 
Post Card it carried a 5e Scott’s No. 
42 brownish gray. It was mailed from 
Montreal to St. Andrew’s, N.B., and 


carried, of course, the R.P.O. Mon- 
treal to St. John. 

There were also many cork can- 
cellations, and, to cap the climax, a 
superb strike of the Ottawa Crown 
dated May 28th, 1881. Has anyone 
seen the Ottawa Crown cancellation 
on a post card? I should be interested 
in hearing of it. 

From now on I am looking post 
cards over before they are tossed 
aside, for some, at least, deserve a 
place in any well-rounded Canadian 
collection. — A. K, Grimmer, Temis- 
kaming, Que. 


T.S.C. CLUB NOTES 


It was “Post Office Night” at the 
meeting of the Toronto Stamp Col- 
lectors’ Club on Thursday evening, 


February 15th in their room at the 
Royal York Hotel. 


The guest speaker was the Post- 
master of the City of Toronto, W. N. 
McLean, Esq. He was assisted by 
Victor R. Perry of the Postal Public 
Relations Branch who showed two 
films “Canada, Stamp by Stamp” and 
“Business in the Mail Bag.” 

He gave a comprehensive survey of 
the set up of our postal system and 
showed that on the whole it ran 
smoothly and efficiently in spite of 
very heavy burdens at certain periods 
of the year. He stated that much of 
the criticism repeatedly heard were 
made by persons with no knowledge 
at all of the various steps necessary 
for the handling of postal matter be- 
tween sender and receiver. Better co- 
operation on the part of the public 
would help the department ma- 
terially. 

The allocation of Transit Charges 
by the Universal Postal Union which 
has always been vaguely understood 
by collectors was fully explained and 
made clear. 

Mr. McLean spoke kindly about 
Capex and said that his department 
would co-operate in every way pos- 
sible to make the show a big success. 
V. R. Perry’s films and comments on 
them were most interesting. Postal 
problems were presented direct to the 
sight and more fully appreciated than 
when told in words.

But where 
is the missing %c? Rumor has it 
that it may be in an outstanding 
Canadian proof collection in Eng- 
land,—but does anyone know? 


#114—R. R. Cancels 


I have never bothered with these 
too much, but do like to dress up 
certain of my collections with a few 
pages showing their use, types, etc. 
However Alfred Whitehead of New 
Brunswick really goes for them in 
a big way,—especially on King Ed- 
ward issues. Of these he has not 
pages—but albums and is still hunt- 
ing. 

It’s a lot of fun at comparatively 
little expense,—why not look into the 
possibilities ? 

#115—King Edward 2c Imperf.— 

Plate #2 

On page 84 of Jarrett’s 1929 book 
you will note that Fred accounts for 
only sixty stamps from the plate 
#2 sheet of 2c Imperforates. Thanks 
to Fred I have owned a photo of 
those sixty stamps (top 6 rows) for 
some time. Originally these were 
owned by the late Mr. Norris of Bay 
City, Michigan. Years ago this was 
cut up into numerous blocks. I had 
always wondered where the other 
forty stamps went. 

If you will read the description for 
lot #1248 of the October Reford 
sale, you will see “2c carmine, Im- 
perf. block of 40 (10 x 4), one stamp 
thin. Very fine (90a) $20.00.” Yes 
that's all—and yes you're right it 
was the long lost, block of 40 from 
plate #2. And, yes you're right 
again, yours truly snatched it from 
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the black fate of being cut up and 
sold as the common 2c imperforate. 
Who says there are no finds at 
auction sales? 


#116—King Edward 2c Imperforates 
—Plates #13-14 


These are the common garden var- 
iety,—listed as #90a and cat. quite 
low. If you turn to page 359 in your 
Boggs’ Canada you will read the fol- 
lowing— | 

E the theory that new plates 
numbered 13 and 14 were made to 
make a special supply of these 
stamps to agree with the found sheet 
is too fantastic to be worthy of ser- 
lous consideration.” 

I happen to know that the above 
statement is a lot of tommy-rot. 
Quite to the contrary Mr. Boggs, 
there is definite evidence that new 
plates were made. Don't ask me how 
I know,—that's another story—and 
will appear in print before Capex. 


#117—The “Reford” Tobacco Stamp 
Collection and Accumulations 

Been having the greatest fun all 
winter, all because I was dope 
enough to buy the three lots of to- 
bacco stamps in the October Reford 
sale. 6,000 of "em! What variety — 
wove papers, thin and thick, laid 
papers, watermarks, no watermarks, 
no imprints, Montreal imprints, Ot- 
tawa imprints, Montreal and Ottawa 
imprints, perforations, roulettes and 
imperforates. Full sheets, large 
blocks, used and mint. No control 
nos. and those with red or blue nos.

The Postmaster-General of Aus- 
tralia has advised that in consequence 
of the alterations in postage rates 
which came into force on 1st Decem- 
ber, 1950, it has been necessary to 
alter the colours of the 2d and 3d 
stamps of the Commonwealth to 
green and red respectively to comply 
with the International Postal Conven- 
tion. At the same time the opportun- 
ity has been taken of substituting the 
later portraits of Their Majesties in 
the designs. The 3d red stamp came 
on sale at all Post Offices in Aus- 
tralia on 28th February. 


MOSTLY ON PLATE BLOCKS 
By “Scotia” 


Mr. Norman Caudwell of Toronto 
writes an encouraging letter in which 
he enjoins me to “Keep up the good 
work!” I very much appreciated his 
kindness and will strive to do as he 
suggests. Little things like this make 
life worth living. 

Mr. Douglas Lee of Vancouver is 
the latest to complete 6 and 7 posi- 
tions of War Issue. This represents 
a really remarkable feat, and con- 
gratulations are in order. 

Mr. Lee points out that there are 
more than 120 positions in O.H.M.S. 
if the missing period varieties are in- 
cluded. This is quite true. Counting 
only the Peace Issue overprints we 
arrive at a total of 129. 
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The path leading to the original 
120 positions continues to be difficult. 
I have reached 111 positions and am 
joined there by Mr. M. L. Brown of 
Rutland, Sask., and Mr. W. C. Gor- 
don of Horseshoe Bay, B.C. As I men- 
tioned last month, I would like to 
hear from other collectors who have 
passed the hundred mark. 


Comparison of want lists leads to 
the heartening conclusion that all 
positions are known, though same 
are so scarce as to rank, in my opin- 
ion, with the “impossibles” of the 
Royal Visit issue. This theory is only 
provisional, of course, and may be 
changed by the discovery of further 
stocks, but I rather suspect this will 
not occur, 


It is sometimes said 'that the 
scarcity of certain War Issue posi- 
tions for example, will discourage 
the collector who is deciding: on 
whether to try plate blocks or not. 
This seems to me a fallacy. Is he 
not rather likely to be encouraged by 
the contemplation of such an impos- 
ing succession of hits as the last 
fifteen years alone present? I refer 
to such items as plate ten and eleven 
of the one cent 1937 issue, the Royal 
Visit impossibles referred to above, 
the scarce Air Mail and other plates 
of War Issue, and the many rare 
O.H.M.S. positions. (Incidentally, as 
an example of the last named, a 
prominent Toronto dealer is quoting 
a plate block of the fifty cent lumber 
at a neat thirty dollars.) Is it likely 
that such a series will be suddenly 
terminated? Never fear — the future 
holds more promise than the past! 


To reiterate, no field I know of 
presents more of a challenge or more 
of an opportunity than Canadian 
plate blocks, and no time is more 
opportune than the present to begin 
cellecting them. The current revised 
issue may be superceded, and if it 
is not, these early numbers will in- 
evitably appreciate in value as time 
goes on. This above all, as Polonius 
said: start saving your sheckels now 
for plate blocks of the Capex issue. 
It may well prove to be the opportun- 
ity of the century! 

Incidentally, if you haven't already 
sent in your membership to Capex, 
do so immediately. Every Canadian 
collector has a moral obligation to see 
that it is a success.

Romance and adventure is 
pictured with the 1908 Quebec issue 15c stamp showing Champlain’s 
departure for the West via canoe. And should we not include the 50c 
Bluenose, the 5e Royal William, the Silver Jubilee 138c Royal Yacht, the 
Great Lakes grain freighter at the elevator in the 1942-43 four-cent 
stamp! Various airmail stamps portray aerial transportation. The 1938 
six-cent airmail has both steamer and airplane and the 1927 Special De- 
livery depicts five stages of transportation. A close inspection of many 
waterways stamps of Canada will show ships worked into the detail by 
the artists. Look them over and see what you can find.

All of us write to give information 
to others, so also to try and correct 
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possible errors. Thus a reply to C. 
H. Bayley’s notes on this stamp, the 
possible mistake is, that in my opin- 
ion the variety with the strokes in 
the tail of the Right 2, cannot occur 
upon the 2c green (164) because I 
have an UL plate 3 No. 7 in the red 
stamp that shows no signs of any 
scratches in the tail. These scratches 
must have occured during the life 
of the red plate 3, and so all speci- 
mens of the 3 on 2c should show the 
scratches, but the 2c green can’t 
show the scratches because the green 
colour was discarded before the 
scratches occurred.—C.B.D. Garrett.

In one of the daily newspapers it 
was mentioned that there were 16 
fish depicted on the stamp, no men- 
tion was made of the seal so I pre- 
sumed that this was included in the 
16 although a seal is not a fish. On 
close inspection 1 find however that 
there are 16 not counting the seal. 
There are two small shellfish to the 
left of the sheel at centre top. One 
could be a “prawn”, the other, the 


lower one could be a shrimp. I believe 


they are both belonging to the same 
family though. Not being an author- 
ity on fishing Í am not going to at- 
tempt to name them all but at the top 
right of center shell we have a lob- 
ster. The top right corner appears 
to be a cod, the bottom right shell- 
fish could be a clam, then the seal, 
bottom left looks like a mackerel. 
Above it might be a halibut or sole 
and that’s as far as I am going. The 
fish are definitely out of proportion 
as regards size in relation to one an- 


other but that can be understood 
where they are forming a border.

In addition to the guest speaker, 
the guests included the Count Mario 
di Stefano, the Italian Ambassador, 
the Vicomte du Pare, Belgian Am- 
bassador, Mr. J. R. Carpenter, Head 
of the Philatelic Section, Post Office 
Department, and Dr. John Polley, 
President of the R.A. Stamp Club of 
Ottawa. The guests were welcomed 
by the President of the Society, Mr. 
W. F. Bowden Martin, and the guest 
speaker, Mr. Mills, was thanked by 
Mr. H. P. Stockwell. There was an 
auction of 61 lots, a door prize and a 
short games session. 

In his address, Mr. Mills stated 
in dealing with the design of Canad- 
jan stamps stated quite definitely 
that in general, the Post Office De- 
partment was not satisfied with the 
designs which had been used in the 
past and referred to the matter 
of using two or more colours in the 
manufacture of our stamps and point- 
ed out that the cost of these was be- 
vond the financial capabilities of his 
Department. 

Turning to the subject of Capex,

stamp depicting progress in rail 
transportation of mail and showing 
a wood burning locomotive of 1851 
and a modern diesel; a five cent 
stamp illustrating mail steamers of 
1851 and 1951; a seven cent stamp 
depicting a stage coach of 1851 and 
a “North Star” air liner. These 
stamps would be issued in attractive 
design and in single colours (Mr. 
Mills did not say what the colours 
would be). 

Many collectors had urged that the 
designs of the first series of Canad- 
ian stamps be reproduced in a man- 
ner similar to that used recently in 
other countries and although this sug- 
gestion had not been acceptable in 
its entirety, it had nevertheless been 
decided to issue a fifteen cent stamp 
on which would be reproduced the 
“beaver” design used on the first 
Canadian threepenny. The date of 
issue of the above four stamps would 
be September 24, 1951. 

In closing Mr. Mills urged Canad- 
lan stamp collectors to continue to 
take the keen interest in the stamps 
of their country that they had taken 
in the past
